The Pepe's Monitory (or Declaration) of Excommuni- 
cation againft the Duke of Savoy's Minifters, Officers, 
and others concern’d in making and publifbing cer- 
tain Edi&ts, Gc. to the Prejudice of the pretended 
Liberties of the Church and the Authority claim'd 
by the Apoftolical See, continued, 
OY R faid Predeceffor Innocent could not fuffer 
fo heinous a Breach of the Ecclefiaftical Liberty 
and Jurifdiction to go unreveng’d, but approving 
the Decree publifh’d in this Matter by the forefaid 
Congregation of Cardinals on the 8h of June 1700, 
charg’d the Archbifhop of Turin and the other 
Bifhops to put it in Execution: The Tenor of that 
Decree is as follows, The Archbifhop of Turin is or- 
der'd to proceed, as of Right he may, as well againjt the 
Commiffioners Patrimonial and Forner for publishing 
the Edi& of the 1ith.of May, as againft all thofe who 
belp'd to put it in Execution. Whoich Order given to 
the sArchbiflop is to be communicated to the Bifbops, 
with. an Injunétion, that in Cafe the faid Edit be 
publiflo'd in their Diocefes, they do proceed, at by Right, 
againft the Affixers and Publifbers ; and if they can- 
not get a certain Account what Perfons they were, that 
they proceed in general, by declaring that all who pro- 
mulgated fuch Edi& or affifted in putting it in Execu- 
tion, bave incurr’d' the Cenfures ; and then that they 


proceed, as by Right, againft all who help'd to put in 


Execution the forefaid Edit in their Diocefes. And 
when the faid Archbifhop, in Execution of the Or- 
der prefcrib’d him, had commanded a Monitory to 
be affix’d againft the faid Commiffioners and 
Patrimonial general, and others exprefs’d and com- 
prehended therein, affigning them the Term of 
15 Days to appear and thew Caufe' why they 
fhould not be declar'd to bave incurr’d the Cenfures 
and Penalties denounc’d by the facred Cannons and 
Apoftolical Conftitutions, for publithing the fore- 
mention’d Edict of the 12th of May.of the faid 
Year, that Monitory was not only. pull’d down with 
fignal. Contempt by the Captain of the Guards of 
the’ Court of Lay Judicature, commonly call'd 
the Baroncello, bur, at the Inftance of the Patrimo- 
nial, the Commiffioners, without waiting the Ex- 
pitation of the Term therein affign’d, pafs'd a new 
Edi& on the 3d of Auguft 1700, and publifh’d ir 
the 5th of the fame Month ; in the Preamble of 
winch, declaring the Monitory abovefaid to be no- 
toriotily null and whjuft, they had the Confidence, 
by. manifeftly ftraining: their Authority, to admo- 
nith the {aid Archbifhop, to call ic in within the 
tetm of 2 Months, and forbear all further Procee- 
ding,..on the Penalty of the Seizure of his Tem- 
poraly-Revenues, and other Punifhments ( errone- 
Oufly therein afferred tobe) cuftomary and accor- 
ding to Law ; forbidding likewife all Perfons ¢com- 
prelremded in the Monitory, to appear before any 


Ecclefiaftical Judge im the faid Caufe, on Pain of. 


Death: And an Edict of the Senate of Turin, of 
the fame Date, was pafs'd, printed, and publickly 
affixd, at the Inftance of the Attorney-General, 
declaring that the Ecclefiaftical Liberty and Jusif- 
diction was not at all infring’d by the Edicts of the 
faid Commiffioners, but that the Lay Jurifdidion 
was manifeftly violated by the Edid& of the faid 


-Archbifhop and other Bithops, and therefore con- 


firming all that the faid Commiffioners had acted, 
as done ( fo they falfely pretended ) in their own 
natural and lawful Defence ; admonifhing alfo the 
faid Archbifhop, within the Term of two Months 
to callin, ftrike out of the Regifters of his Court, 


cance], the foremention’d Monitory and all Acts 


relating thereto as null and unjuft, as alfo not ro 
offer to moleft any Perfons eomprehended therein, 
nor proceed to give any further difturbance to the 


‘Lay Jurifdiction, under the fame Penalty of the 


Seizure of his Temporal Revennes, and of Death 
to fuch Lay-men comprehended in the Monitory as 
fhould appear before any Ecclefiaftical Tribunal. — 
It happen’d likewife to the great Grief of our 
faid Psedeceffor Innocent, that the Ecclefiaftical Li- 
berty as well as his own Jurifdiction and that of the 
Apoftolical See, was deeply wounded: by the Senatc 
of Nice, in affuming to themfelves the Cognizance 
of a Caufe at the Requeft of Gaetano Albanelli 


-provifionally invefted with the Care of the Parith 


Church of Rocaftro  fitnate in the Diocefs of Glan- 
deves in the County of Nice, and hindring the levy- 


ing of Arrears due from that Church ro’ the Apofto- 
* lical Chamber, by their Decree thar the Sequeftra- 


tion of the Revenues of the faid Church fhould be 


‘taken off in Favour of the faid Albanelli; and by 
further difturbing the Jurifdiction of the Apoftolical 


Nunicature, to which according to the Powers 
thereon conferr'd by the forefaid See, and for the 
fake of due Prevention, the Cognizance of fach 
Caufes does intitely belong : With unfufferable Pre- 
fumption likewife,did the fame Senate,(rathly putting 
their Sickle into another’s Harveft, under Pretence 
of the notorious Nullity of a Sentence of Excom- 
‘munication given againft the forefaid Albanelli by 
the Tribunal of the faid Nunciature, for making 
Application to the Senate in Contempt of the Jurif- 
diction of the faid Nunciature, after its Tribunal 
had teceiv’d an Appeal put in by the Fifcal of the 
Epifcopal Revenues of Glandeves and by the Pa- 
trimonal general,) forbid the faid Albanelli to ap- 
pear before any other Judge than the Senate, on the 
Penalty§of the Seizure of his Temporals ; and charge 
the Syndicks of the faid Place, and all other Pere 
fons, not to dare to hinder him in the Exercife of 
his parochial Office, notwithftanding he was, as is 
aforefaid, by Name excommunicated by the Tri- 
bunal of the Nunciature, and therefore by the 
Church’s Precept ought to be fhun’d, and t@ be fuf- 
pended and remoy’d not only from the Adminiftra-
